grownifien can stand comfortably un- 
der the bell.— When the atufBng was 
finished and hardened, a clay bell was 
constructed over it, of the exact di- 
mensions to be given to the metal 
bell; the cost of arms and florid orna- 
ineptafcLou.,of;Vflriou8 deseriptiona were 
modal'ed upon this clay by the ro- 
spoctiTO artists, " and the inscriptions 
fire^.upoij it in letters made of wax, 
This false bell was then besmeared 
with grfeiiye, and ' the 'mantle' was 
again superimposed upon it, oi clay 
well worlced up with caWes' hair to 
biii'd it well together.

The Government oigan has a cTiap- 
teron "Opposition TAot." A move 
appropriate heading ftjr the article 
would have 'been" Govern ment Cheek." 
The writer points to the fact that tho 
House soatained the Ministry as thr 
best possible evidenc* that the coun- 
try favored their rueosures. If the 
organ had stopped short with this 
statement the article might have pass- 
ed muster. But it took ojae striJomore 
and stepped into a pit nl' its own dig- 
ging. It asks: — 

"Can it (Trri! Coluk st) point to a sin- 
gle iustanct! where nn;.' meaibor, a sup- 
porter of tho Goverrnj'ut, was ciiUad to 
aoconnt by his oonstitaents for bnTing 
sapporteii them ?

About tho sumo 
time the people of Cnriboo c-^tllod on 
the Attoruey-Geueral an J his col- 
leagues to oppose the alteration. The 
people of Kootenay , uillooet.Nanaimo, 
New V'ostrainster s: d Saanich did tho 
same thing. In IIp.v iuHowiiig Now 
Westminster, Yalo, Lillcoet and Sua- 
nich condemned tlit Go. jrmnent poli- 
cy in insulting IMr. Mackeazio and ap- 
pealing to England. Two of tho four 
members for Victu''i.". City refused to 
listen to thoir coiiii; luenta and voted 
to snataiu tho G.-iornment. Those 
members were Mos-jra. lieavcn and 
Duck. All three of !,ue Yale members 
snai^ed their fingerr> in the faces of 
their constituents aud sustained the 
Government. One of the Lillooet 
•Members follower' the eime fJpviou.s 
path with the Yalo'tes and was soon 
afterwards sent to Coventry by his in- 
dignant ooaatituents. The three Car- 
iboo members — headed by the dough- 
ty little hero of Kriemler n Farm — 
violated the Consti',<utiuu mid altered 
the Terms in Hpite of the angry protes- 
tations of ttteir cohatitueuUi.

Opposition thi'i oei'tifloato of charactor 
was dispenB,e4 witIvBM4 the more simple 
— but still vexatious- forsn of requiring 
nn iiflidavit befcvo a 'i.\giiitrato substitut- 
ed ; but tho att(:uipt I :iH bad as the act.

Ottawa, Mtiy Dth, '7o. 
. Sir, — I am desired by the Superintend- 
ent General of Jndim Afl'airs to acknow- 
ledge thereceiptof your lettt^i- of the 15th 
ult., covering a petition signed by you 
and others, praying that the grant whioh 
bas been for some years-.-paet allowed the 
Indians to celebrate the Queen's Birthday 
at New Westminster, may not bo disoou- 
tinned. 

The Superintendent General deairea 
mo to statCj for tho information of tha 
parties interested, that prior to the re- 
oeipt of your letter, ho had communiqat 
ed to Mr. Oommissionor Lonihan his de- 
oision on this question, authorizing him 
to expend'twe hundred and fifty dollars 
in celebrating tbe Qaeen's Butbday this 
year, bat instrtibling him' to 'inform the 
parties concerned that expenditure woui J 
be discontinued for the future. Tho ao- 
oompanying extract from the ocmmunica- 
tion to Mr. Commissioner Leniban will 
explain to yoa tbe grounds of that deci- 
sion. . , ^

"Tbe Superintendent General feele sa- 
tisfied that tbe practice of 'bringing to- 
gether a large nuoiber of Indiani is open 
to very grave objections. Ho is advised 
that many of tho Indians who visited 
Now Westminster ou these occasions livo 
•.♦..so-gr-o/s.'' n '1 'Pt'^rjoo tl."^t U'roo or four 
weeks ore consumed iu travolliug to and 
fro, and this too at a time when their 
presonoa is ospecially necessary at homo 
>Q acquiring food for the coming winter. 

And farther, be is informed that the 
pilgrimagee are very destraotive to tneir 
habits 01 in'dti^try aUu are lue ooua^iuua 
of intemperance and vice in many forms. 

Under those circumstances tho Super- 
intendent General is of opinion, that it is 
not in tho interests of the Indians that 
this expenditure should be continued, 
bqt, as no notice baa been given of tho 
fact, be proposes to aUow tbe amount of 
two bnndred and fifty dollarH this yeur. 

TheSnperintcndent General is of course 
avrara that for some j'ears past it has been 
the custom of th? loeal Qovrnment-' t-o 
grant a sum for tlie celebration uf the 
Queen's Birthday at Now Westminster, 
bat as this was almost tho only expendi- 
ture inade by the Local Government on 
account of the Indians, whereas the Do- 
minion Government ia annually expend- 
ing very largo sums for tho beneflt of the 
Indians in other and useful ways, it is 
not thonght desirable to foBow. vbatap- 
peara to be an onwise precedent in ^tbis 
mattar. 

You will endeavor to explain this mat- 
tor to the Indians and point out to them 
that if this partioplar expenditure is dis- 
aontinnie>d for the future, it is so done in 
their trtie interests. 

Another reason for discontinuing' the 
grant is that many otbor placoa iu Brit- 
ish Columbia have applied for similar 
grants, and if allowed at New Westmin- 
ster, there would bo difflonlty )n rejecting 
thaaa applications. - ' - ' '

We hear on very good authority that 
Mr. Wadhams, who recently settled on a 
farm near-Ladner'a Landing, South Arm, 
has been experimenting with an Abyssin- 
ian Pump with the most satisfactory re- 
salts. At a depth of IQ feet an abun- 
dant supply of perfectly fresh, clear 
watar was foand, wUicb rose to 6 or 7 ft. 
of the surface. The whole oost of tho 
pump and pipe was, mto hear, under 825, 
and two roou put it down iu half a day. 
Should tho result ol this experiment bo 
confirmed by further experience, it will 
be a great boon to tho farmers on the 
delta lands, who have hitherto regarded .

SPMNOFiiiiD, May 27— One of tho moat 
terrible disasters iu history occurred to- 
pight, in the burning of tho French 
Oatbolio Church, at South Holyoke, 
during the evening service. Tho exercise 
was nearly concluded and a vesper service 
was being sung, when the llamo from a 
candle caught tho drapery around tho 
statue of tho Virgin Mary, uiul strenmoii 
and caught tho building immediately. A 
panic ensued, and the people rushed for 
the doors. There was but one entrance 
to the gallery un I tb it ^rom the front. 
On the stoirway leading from the gi-lleiy 
tbo people were packed in a solid muss 
trying to save thumsolvos a.? the fl.imras 
rushed in tho direction, and tiiis soon 
became blocked, rendering exit irapos- 
iiblo. Ths priests' o.\ortioiia to keep or- 
der were fruitloss. The ucroums of tho 
living and moans of the dying had a deaf- 
ening tumult above tV3 orders of the 
pastor, who worked most heroically, aud 
was personally influential is saving many 
lives. Many won* pulled out by the 
arms and foot so badly burned that they 
11 vod but a fow hours. The liesh peeled 
from them ou being touched. Homo wore 
taken out with scarooiy any Hush on their 
bones. The priest's house, whioh joins 
tbe olinrob on tbe tea^, was also burned. 
Thi bodies were taken to Peter Movatt's, 
Main street store, and Park's school- 
house. 

SPBiNoriELD, Mass., May 28.— lutcnso 
eiitoiuoi.t prevailed last night iu Holy- 
oako Centre opposite tho hnriiing cimrch. 
Wild efiforts wore made by people to rush 
j'uU-mell into the burning building to 
reneue friends, and it was. with difficulty 
they were kept back. This was partiou 
larly the case with parties who, on tho 
iirst impulse, rushed from tho church to 
savo their livca, but remembering that 
they had left their children behind to 
perish returned impetuously. Perdonal 
violence had to be used in several casoa 
to k*ep women back. One of the most 
touching instances was that of two little 
girls about 19 yea^c) of age, who rushed 
for the entrauco of the building while the 
Hro was at its height thioltiug to find 
their father and mother who wore wittiin 
and oould only bo restrained by an of- 
ficer, who took them in his arms. Tho 
latest revised ligures of tho Holyoake 
Jisastei wre. dead, 7! ; fatally bnrscd, 22, 
otherwise burned and''Woana((^\ 37^,^^;.

A Snake-EatiniE Serpent. 

Th* Uoit Taicribia tf Not tha; Moat Vormld;' 
abia oi Herpaiftta.

A wonderful poisonous snake, pur- 
chased from Mr. Charles Jamrach, 
tho well-known animal dealer of St. 
fjoorgea street oast, has just found a 
home in a cage on. tbe soubb side of 
the snake hoiSse'S in the Zoological 
Gardens. This is a snakc-aating snake. 
Dr. Fayror, in hie magnilicent woik 
on "Venomous Snakes of the Indian 
Peuiusula," has ably described this 
creature. We learn from this high 
authority that this naost formidable of 
poisouous snakes is found, but not 
commonly, in Lidia,the Andaman and 
Phillippino Islaads, &c. It is tho 
largest and most formidable of known 
venomoiia pnakca. It is not only 
powerful, but also active and aggres- 
sive. Dr. Fayrer figures two speci- 
mens iu the act of striking in splend d 
plates drawn from lifo by native ar- 
tists. One spocimou is seven feet nine, 
and tho other eleven feet ten. The 
specimen in the Gardens is over seven 
feet in length. The worst of the snake 
is, he will not run awaywheu attack- 
ed. Ho will not only tuin upon his 
enemy, but will pursue hirii. "We 
read iu Dr. Payer's book: 

"A Burman told me that a friend 
of his stumbled upon a neat of these, 
serpents, and immediately retreated 
but the Old temale gave chase. The 
man fled with speed over hill and dale, 
and terror seemo(|^Jto add wings to his 
flight, till reach.i^ a small river ho 
plunged in;. but,. ^on bis approaching 
tbe opposite bank up reared the furi- 
ous bamadiyad, its dilated eyes glis- 
tening with rage, ready to bury its 
fangs in his trembling body. In ut 
ter despair he bethought himself of 
his turban, and in a moment dashed it 
upon tbe serpent, which darted upon 
it like lightning, and for some mo- 
ments wreaked its vengeance in furi- 
ous bites, after whiuh it returned 
quietly to its former haunts." 

Tho Bengali name is Sonkerchor, or 
breaker of shells. It lives in the 
forest and grass jungles, is especially 
fond of hollow trees, and is a good 
climber. The snake charmers in In- 
dia p. ize it highly, but they say it is 
exceedingly duugeroua to oaten, and 
diflicult to handle. 

The specimen at the gardens is in 
osccUent health. Shortly after his 
arrival he was fed by Holland, th e 
keeper, who put an ordinary English 
snake into his cage; tho ophiophagus 
quickly devoured tho English snake 
by bolting him head first. In general 
appearaucjo the now snake is very like 
tlio common cobra, except that when 
he spreads his hood bo is seen to be 
marked in very pretty bands not un- 
like the patterns ou oil cloth. Tho 
head ia somewhat almond (shaped, ei- 
C3cdiug!y li:::^id-!;ko, nrt flat and 
triangular like tho rattlesnake. WMieu 
sitting up with his hood expanded, the 
snake is coutinuallyijerking his head 
in s re-stl-sss -asasser, rcmmiing u.<j of 
the quick darling action of the oom- 
inou groou lizard ; the eye is exceed- 
ingly clear aud bright. When dis- 
turbed tho snake hisses loudly, and 
shows his temper by extruding his 
long blank, fork d tougue, which he 
vibrates witb marvellous celenty. Tho 
lower part of tho window of tbo cage 
now inhabited by this snake has been 
painted white, in order that his natui-v 
ally hasty temper shall ho disturbed 
as little as poaajblo hy tbo morning 
calls of visitors.
